Species Election A 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

(a) Genes that encode enzymes responsible for detoxification of xenobiotics. 

(b) Genes that encode enzymes responsible for conjugation reactions. 

(c) Genes that encode enzymes that help cells to combat oxidative stress. 

(d) Genes associated with micronutrient deficiency. 

(e) Genes that encode enzymes responsible for metabolism of alcohol. 

(f) Genes that encode enzymes involved in lipid and/or cholesterol metabolism. 

(g) Genes that encode enzymes involved in clotting. 

(h) Genes that encode trypsin inhibitors. 

(i) Genes that encode enzymes related to susceptibility to metal toxicity, 
(j) Genes which encode proteins required for normal cellular metabolism, 
(k) Genes which encode HLA Class II molecules.
